According to Washington despatches, President 
Roosevelt has in mind a scheme to bribe United 
States farmers to grow less wheat 

A bill is before Congress which would empower 
the Government to collect a tax from millers and 
pey the proceeds to the growers as a bonus. The 
understanding is the bonus would be paid on con- 
dition that they grow less wheat. The understand- 
ing also is that the millers would pass along the 
tax to the consumers of flour. There is no reason 
to doubt the latter assumption, at least

And the reason for 
the loss of the American market 
is the American duty on Cana- 
dian bituminous coal, a “counter- 
vailing”’ duty which Canada had 
power at any time to wipe out 
by the simple act of putting bi- 
tuminous coal the Canadian

Fernie’s export business might 
have survived under the handi- 
cap of a 50 cent American duty, 
but the disappearance of the 
trade was assured when, in 1931, 
the Dominion parliament at the 
instance of the Bennett govern- 
ment hoisted the Canadian tariff 
from 50 to 75 cents a ton.

These arrests were no doubt 
made to divert the Russian mind 
from the contemplation of its 
own misery, the failure of the 
Five Year Plan, and the break- 
down of those vast schemes 
which were intended to show the 
superiority of Communism to 
Capitalism and have had the op- 
posite result. The expensive ma- 
chines installed in improvised 
factories have broken down be- 
cause of the inherent rottenness 
of the Socialist system, and vic- 
tims must be found among the 
experts of “bourgeois origin,” 
whom the Proletariat must be en- 
couraged to hate lest it turns up- 
on its exploiters. These trials for 
sabotage are part of the confi- 
dence trick by which the Marx- 
ian priesthood maintains its 
power. They are the opiate of 
the people—an opiate of suspicion 
and hate. 


These trials seem to be in- 
cidental to treaty negotiations. 
Thus, when the Germans were 


negotiating a Trade Treaty with 
the Soviet, a number of German 
engineers employed in Russia 
were treated exactly in this man- 


ner. The German government re- 
torted by suspending negotia- 
tions, and the German subjects 


were eventually released. Thus it 


would seem to be in economic 
pressure that we must find our 
remedy, and there we have the 


advantage that the Russian trade 
is what used to be called a “losing 
trade” Great Britain, while 
the British market is extremely 
profitable. or absolutely neces-

Turn away from your jig-saw puzales and pon- 
der on this puzzle from real life. 

A 19 year old Vancouver youth of quiet habits, 
the only son of people of modest circumstances, 
goes to the Y.M.C.A. physical culture class. He is 
seen to leave for home. He has about $5 in his 
pockets. He had arranged to meet his sister in 
town the next evening to go to an entertainment. 


He never reaches home. 

Next day his father gets a demand for $5000, to 
be paid within a week's time. The note is written 
illiterally on a typewriter, with most of the words 
mis-spelled, but the address is correctly printed 
and punctuated. The police discover that the note 
is written on the paper used at the Y.M.C.A. and 
believe it to have been written on the YMCA. 
typewriter. 

Sophisticated people who learned about the 
Y.M.C.A. paper wondered if the quiet boy had got 
into a jam and was trying to squeeze some need- 
ed money from his heart-broken dad. They wink- 
ed when a report came from Kamloops that the 
youth had been seen there. When the writer of 
the demand letter failed to notify the father of the 
place where the money was to be paid over, they 
thought someone had lost his courage. 


And then—some boys playing near a railway 
embankment on a vacant industrial site near Vic- 
toria find the dead body of the youth in a slough. 
There is no bullet wound, merely a few small 
bruises. The few dollars are gone. 

That is the mystery of Stewart Ashley—more 
perplexing than any jigsaw puzzle. 

How did he come by his death? Who caused his 
death, and why? If it was the deed of kidnappers, 
why didn't they give the parents a chance to pay? 
How does it come that the body is found nearly 
a hundred miles away from the Vancouver Y.M.C. 
A., on an island in the Pacific Ocean? 

Where did he meet his death? If he was killed 
on the mainland, how was the body taken to Vic- 
toira? If he was taken alive to Victoria how comes 
it that no one saw him being taken there, and that 
he made no cry for help? 

If a private enemy killed him, why did he go 
to the trouble and risk of taking the boy or the 
body to Victoria? If he.wished to hide the body 
why did he take it to an industrial site at the 
capital? 

The unfortunate parents of the youth are too 
prostrated to discuss the subject, but the police of 
two coast cities would be glad to consider any

Several readers of this column have asked for 
more references to my own reading At present 
I'm reading Paul Frankl's “Machine made leisure” 
and Shane Leslie's “End of a Chapter” 

Frankl's book merits more reference than to- 
day's space permits He makes no mention of the 
word Technocracy, but he has approached Tech- 
nocracy from the direction of the artist as much 
as from the economist 

Shane Leslie wrote his book of memoirs while 
invalided in military hospital, to chronicle his 
observations of post-Victorian manners and keep 
alive the memory of his brother Captain Norman 
Leslie, whom he had buried between the battle 
lines in France 

The Leslies have been in touch with British 
art, politics and social life for many generations, 
the Irish branch being descended from that fight- 
ing Bishop of Raphoe who kept his diocese clear 
of Cromwellians during the Civil war, and who 
used to invoke Divine neutrality before battles 
with the reasoned plea that “though we are sin- 
ners, the enemy are not saints.” Shane's grand- 
father, Sir John Leslie, married the daughter of 
the Minny Seymour who figured in the “Seymour 
case.’ Mrs, Fitzherbert, morganatic wife of that 
Prince of Wales who later became George IV, 
claimed the child after the death of Sir Hugh and 
Lady Seymour. The assistance given her claims 
by the Prince gave rise to the story that Minny 
was the child of the Prince and Mrs. Fitzherbert, 
but Shane Leslie says she was the child of the 
Seymours. 


Old Sir John died while the book was in press 
in 1916, but Shane had many conversations with 
him. A cousin of the victor of Waterloo, in his 
92 years of life he saw the rise and decline of the 
Victorian era. He lived in five reigns. He not only 
attended Wellington's funeral but he had seen 
Talleyrand and spoken to Sir Walter Scott. 

Talleyrand who had been a bishop before the 
French Revolution was then Ambassador to the 
Court of St. James. In due course a granddaughter 
of Sir John married the great grand-son of the 
Comte de Flahaut, Talleyrand’s illegitimate 
Thus do the paths of inheritance intertwine.

THE IMPORTANCE OF OXYGEN IN THE BODY 
think of air as 


We ordinarily do not having | 
weight, but scientists have caledlated that 
breathing a man will inhale about thirty-four 
pounds of air in twenty-four hours. The weight of 
the food taken will average only three or four 
pounds. One breathes in about six tons of air per | 
year and uses over 48 tons in the average lifetime 
of fifty-eight years Air consists principally of nit- 
rogen and also a few other inert gasses which serve 
to dilute the precious oxygen which is so important 
to all animal life The only part of the air that man 
can use is the oxygen Pure oxygen is so powerful 
that the inert gases serve a good purpose by dilut- 
ing it, for, were this not the case, we would have 
a short but merry oxygen jag and die of oxygen 
intoxication. | 

Air is so vital it is the first necessity of life A 
man could be seated at a table containing all of the | 
food he could eat, he could have before him the 
finest water to drink and excellent clothing and 
shelter, or any of the other things which we con- 
sider needs, yet none of them would do him the 
least particle of good if you took away his air | 
supply for five minutes. We pay but little attention 
to the regular even inflow and outflow of the 
breath. Nature has arranged it so that we do not || 
have to give it any attention; asleep and awake, it 
goes on. It is easy to forget all about the breathing, | 
which means life itself, but it goes on just the same. 
It is also easy to get into poor habits of breathing. 
and to use air which is not as good as it might be, 
so that our air supply is far below par in quantity 
and quality. 

When the air is breathed in and reaches the 
lungs, it finds about 160 square yards of lung lining 
waiting to abcorb the oxygen which passes through || 
the thin wall and is absorbed by the blood. The | 
part of the blood which loads up the oxygen is the |! 
red blood cell, The material which makes this cell 
red is the same as that which gives the remarkable | 
power of carrying oxygen and the name of this | 
matertal is hemoglobin, which is a protein com- || 
pound centaining some iron. If you look at a red 
blood cell through the microscope, you will find 
that it is shaped something like a deep saucer, 
thick on the edges and hollow toward the centre. 
Millions of these little saucers are in one drop of 
blood and, when they are loaded with oxygen, they 
turn to bright red, as scarlet as lipstick. 

You might compare these little cells to a truck- 
ing system; they load up with oxygen and then 
flow along in the traffic of the blood stream, carry- 
ing to each cell in the body the oxygen which 
keeps the fires of life burning. In fact, the fire in 
the body which burns up our food is something like 
the fire in a stove. If the stove gets a good draft 
of air, combustion is more active and the fire will | 
burn more brightly. The same is true with the 
combustion in the body. With plenty of oxygen the 
fires of life burn brightly; with no air, they do not 
burn at all and life departs 

The oxygen which is absorbed by the cells com- } 
bines with carbon into carbon dioxide, just the | 
same as a carbon in a candle forms a similar gas. 
While the iron in the blood cell carries the oxygen | 
to the tissues, there is anoher substance in the blood 
which carries the carbon dioxide back on its re- 
turn trip to the lungs so that it can be thrown 
out through the air. This substance is a sodium 
compound. As the blood loses its oxygen, it loses 
part of its bright red color and turns to a bluish 
or purplish tint as we find it in the veins that are 
taking it back to the heart.

Income Tax Returns Must. 
Be Filed By Monday 
Night 


In company with other resi- 


dents of the Dominion, Edmon- 
tonians who arc fortunate 
cnough to be able to write 


cheques — good cheques — on 
Monday fall victims of the new 
Dominion government taxation, 
announced in the Rhodes bud- 
get, brought down in the House 
of Commons on March 21. Of 
course, many will not be af- 
fected by this taxation, as many 
have long ccased to indulge in 
the pleasant pastime of placing 
their John Hanburys on “com- 
mercial paper.” 

THREE CENTS HERE 


This new imposition on com- 
mercial paper is a three cent 
excise stamp on all cheques. 

With this new taxation, all 
exemptions hitherto in vogue 
on cheques, are removed, with 
the solitary exception of 
cheques drawn in favor of 
farmers by butter and cheese 
factories. 

Previously, only cheques in 
excess of $5 had to bear the ex- 
cise tax. 

Irrespective of the amount of | 
the cheque, the new levy will 
be imposed. 

POSTAL NOTES, TOO 

Another form of the new tax, 
also effective as from Monday, 
is that which provides for im- 
position on postal notes of a 
three-cent levy. 

It is expected that these new 
levies will cxact heavy toll 
which will be music to Hon. Mr. 
Rhodes. 

Another comforting picce of 
information is the reminder 
that Dominion income tax re- 
turns must be filed on Monday. 


AND INCOME TAX 

According to provisions of the 
act, they should have been filed 
on Sunday, which was April 30. 

However, as April 30 was 
Sunday, and therefore not a 
day upon which returns could | 
be filed, they will be accepted 
on Monday as having been filed 
on Sunday. 

The income tax office remain- 
ed open on Saturday afternoon 
with a rush of returns coming | 
in that kept the staff working | 
at high pressure to tabulate.
